At the same time the executives declared that while fu­ 
ll re wage reductions would result in lowered rates, to 
Ihange the present rates, until such further wage reduc- 
ions have been granted by the United States Railroad La- 
or Board would throw them into bankruptcy. 
These announcements from the roads followed state­ 
ments by the railway unions that 80 per cent of their men 
ad voted to strike rather than accept an already author­ 
ized wage cut of approximately 12*^ percent. 
The position cif the roads was made public following a 
jestin g of the Association of Railway Executives called to 
•onsider possible rate reductions. 
At this meeting a re­ 
quest from the unions that committeen of five from each 
side confer was accepted.
